AFTERNOON SESSION. 


House met pursuant to adjournment. 
On motion of Mr. Stiles, 


Resolved, That a committee of three, on the part of the House, to act 
in conjunction with a like committee on the part of the Council, to wait 
upon the Governor, and inform him that the two Houses are now organ- 
ized, and ready to receive any communication he may be pleased to make. 


The two bodies of the Legislature being convened in the Hall of the 
Representatives, the joint committee appointed to wait upon the Govern- 
or, reported by announcing the Governor, who proceeded to deliver the 
following message: 


Fellow citizens of the Legislative Assembly 
of the territory of Washington;— 


My long absence from the territory, and the late period of my return, 
will prevent my entering as fully as I should desire into our general condi- 
tion and prospects. I shall simply touch upon some general points of in- 
terest to the territory and the country at large. Itis incumbent upon me, 
however, to express my sense of the. kindness and consideration which 
have been manifested since I entered upon the duties of your executive— 
Especially has this been shown in the circumstances attending my absence 
from the territory. I left with your concurrence, and after satisfying my 
judgment that certain public questions with which I was charged, required 
my presence at the national capitol. I knew that I should leave the du- 
ties of the executive department and of the Indian superintendency in able 
and safe hands, and that affairs would be managed in a manner that would 
reflect credit upon the secretary of the territory, and give general satisfac- 
tion to the people. I have not been mistaken in either particular, and I 
now return, after an arduous period of service elsewhere, with the most 
unalloyed satisfaction. 

I cannot but congratulate you, fellow citizens, on the aspect that our 
territory at present presents, Just oné year has rolled away since the pro- 
clamation was issued giving vitality to our organic act, and calling into ex- 
istence a new component part of that great confederacy, to whose extent 
nature has been unable to assign any limits, 

‘Within that brief period, our population has rapidly increased. A leg- 
islature has assembled, and dispensed to the people laws made by repre- 
sentatives of their own selection.. Courts have been held and meted out 
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general justice to all. Towns have increased in size, and assumed the busi- 
ness of established cities, Steam, the lever of the present social world, 
has made its appearance in our sare: ae Everything, in fine, be- 
trays a prosperous and growing republic: 

Since you were last assembled, many changes have taken place for our in- 
ternal and social welfare. A surveyor general, a register, and receiver, 
have been granted to us. Appropriations have been made for the extin- 
guishment of the Indian title to the lands in the territory. Light houses 
have been provided for upon our coast, and mail routes have been more 
thoroughly extended throughout the territory. 

The mail routes heretofore existing, have been further extended to all 
the settlements on Puget Sound and its adjacent waters, and from the val- 
ley of the Columbia, by the way of the Coeur d’ Alene mission, to forf 
Benton, in the territory of Nebraska; This merely establishes the route, 
without providing for the sending of the mail. Two years ago Congress 
established by law the connection of Olympia and Steilacoom, via Astoria, 
with San Franeisco, but as yet no mail steamer has made its appearance. 
The growing wants of our community, the number of Indian tribes on our 
waters, and our position on the frontier, loudly call for this facility of com- 
munication. I therefore recommend to you to press as earnestly as possi- 
ble, by the way of memorial, the fulfilment of these laws, made for our 
benefit, and to which our rights as American citizens entitle us. 

I will earnestly call your attention to the importance of organizing an 
effective militia for the defense of the territory. Without dwelling upon 
our Indian relations, which have at several times the past season been crit- 
ical, and which in our sister territory obstructed the great emmigrant trail 
and caused the loss of many lives, there are reasons connected with the war 
now waging in Europe and which has extended to the possessions on our 
north, for its being done without delay. This war will prohably be a very 
stern and protracted one, and may involve the necessity of our country ta- 
king a firm stand as the great power of the American continent. I am 
persuaded that no trifling with the rights for which we have contended - 
since we have been a nation, will be tolerated, Our flag will still wave in 
every sea, and our citizens will be protected in legitimate pursuits to the ends 
of the earth. In my message to the first assembly of the territory I gave 
my views at length, and to that document I will respectfully refer you— 
It is of great consequence, in a national point of view, that depots of pow- 
der and heavy guns should be established on the Columbia river and oi 
the Sound, and the attention of the general government ought to be called 
to it. Iwill here observe, that under existing laws, no distribution of 
arms can be made to the states and territories ’till the militia is enrolled, 
and the returns filed with the proper department in the city of Washing- 
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ton. As soon as I received intelligence of the Indian disturbances at Bel- 
lingham Bay, I made application to the Secretary of War for arms and 
ammunition for our citizens, but the application failed for want of an en- 
roliment of the militia of the territory. 

It is the duty of ithe general government to afford adequate protection 
to the great thoroughfares from the old states to the western coast. The 
numerous Indian massacres the past season must seriously interfere with 
emigration, and may, the coming year, entirely block up the usual trail to 
the territories of Washington and Oregon. I will suggest that you urge 
upon Congress the necessity of placing upon this trail such a force as will 
inflict summary chastisement on hostile Indians, and render it safe for our 
emigrants moving in small bodies. 
` It gives me great pleasure to be able to inform you that the executive 
department of the general government, is fully impressed with the impor- 
tance of settling the disputed boundary question on our north, and of re- 
lieving this territory from the pressure of the foreign corporations in our 
midst. At the last session of Congress, authority was asked to ran the 
northern boundary line from the lake of the Woods to the Pacific ocean, 
and to extinguish, by purchase, after a thorough investigation, by a com- 
mission of their claims, the rights of the Hudson’s Bay and Puget Sound 
Agricultural companies. Both measures were earnestly pressed, and pass- 
ed one branch, but failed in the other branch of Congress. A strong and 
respectful memorial, setting forth the disccuragements and vexations of our 
settlers, and the development of the population and resources of the terri- 
tory which would result from the settlement of these questions, must have 
weight with Congress, and I will earnestly recommend it. 

Congress made appropriations for the continuation of the rail road sur- 

~veys from the Mississippi river to the Pacific ocean, and it is confidently 
believed that every practicable route will be explored and surveyed, in or- 
der to a just and sefe action on this momentous question. The whole in- 
termediate territory is now organized, and the pressure of population will 
of itself build several roads, in the national extension of our rail road sys- 
tem. It seems to me it would be a dangerous precedent, and in every res- 
pect highly inexpedient, to look to Congress for any other aid than it can 
properly render as the proprietor of the Gomain over which the roads will 
pass, and in the way of the business which it must transact on these roads. 
The information already developed in reference to our great interior by 
these explorations, is surprising. Beautifal prairies and delightful valleys 
—easy passes, practicable at all seasons of the year, have taken the place 
of savage deserts and mountain defiles, impracticable half the year from 
snow. East of our own Cascedes, we have an unsurpassed stock grazing 
and wool growing country. The Bitter Root mountains furnish inexhaust- 
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ible supplies of limestone and lumber. On its western slopes, and between 
the Bitter Root and Rocky mountains, the soil is fertile, and adapted to 
all the products of the temperate zone. Such is the result, in our own 
territory, of careful and minute exploration. 

West of the Cascades, there is a large quantity of excellentland. The 
more the country is examined, the better it developes. Inexhaustible beds 
of limestone and coal are found on the shores of the sound. The distin- 
guished geologist, Dr. John Evans, has, during the past season, made a 
general examination of the coal resources of the territory, and reports it 
to be of a good quality, and adapted to nearly all uses. He has discov- 
ered, in several places, jets of anthracite coal. If our coal should be 
found suitable for ocean steamers, as an element of national strength, it 
will rival the gold of California, and will at once settle the question of 
steam communication with the east. Not only the whole western ‘coast, 
but the country at large, has a vital interest in this matter. A more pi- 
nute examination of our coal measure is called for, and the general geolog- 
ical survey of the territory should be completed to develope its mineral 
wealth, as an indispensable preliminary to the survey of the public lands. 

“I regret to inform you that Congress failed to make provision for this sur- 
vey at its last session, and I will suggest that Congress be memorialized to 
provide for the expense of Dr. Evans examination the past season, and 
for the completion of the work. It will be gratifying to the people of the 
territory to know that California has already moved in the matter. Her 
most eminent citizens have memorialized her congressional delegation to 
make every exertion to procure the necessary appropriations. 

The people of the territory have shown their appreciation of the neces 
sity of:roads by the action of the first legislative assembly, and their own 
exertions in cutting trails and carrying out the provisions of law. All the 
territorial roads have been made post routes by act of Congress. Nothing 
will tend so rapidly to advance our settlements and general prosperity, as . 
the opening of communication. I doubt not that you all are alive to the 
importance of this subject. A road, of easy grades, from the settlements , 
at the head of the sound to Bellingham bay, can be so located as to open 
a fertile country, and it is probable that a good route could be found on 
the other side of the- sound to some port on the straits. 

A matter of general interest to the territory, is the opening of the mili- 
tary road from Walla Walla to fort Steilacoom; affording to the immi- 
grant an easy and safe access to the country upon the sound. It is re- 
commended that this be made by law a territorial road also, and that it be 
rendered the duty of the proper officers to keep it open and in repair.— 
The portion of the road between Steilacoom and White river has not been 
worked, as the appropriation was nòt sufficient to cover the whole ground, 
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but as it lies within the settled country, and affords comparatively few ob- 
stacles, the counties themselves will be able to improve it. It would bea 
great benefit to those travelling this road, should the legislature take some 
step towards sowing with grass seed the small prairie known as the Bare 
prairie, situated a little below the month of Green river, as also the sides 
of the mountain known as La Tete. These points are intermediate in a 
long distance destitute of grass, and are almost necessarily stopping places 
on the march. A very small sum would cover the expense of planting 
them, and the advantage would be incalculable. 

I regret to be obliged to inform you that no appropriations for roads 
were made by congress at its last session. Three roads I deem of vital 
consequence, in 2 military point of view, and for which ample appropria- 
tions should be made. ‘Those from the Sound to the Columbia river, and 
from Columbia city to the Dalles, are urgently demanded by the increas- 
ing population of the territory. The road from Walla Walla to fort Ben- 
ton, in the territory of Nebraska, will have an immense influence in settling 
our territory, and is demanded in connexion with Indian affairs. The indi- 
ans on this route are about to be brought into treaty arrangements, and 
besides special appropriations for the Indians of this territory, Congress has 
made ample appropriations to convene a general council at fort Benton-— 
An excellent roate for a wagon road has been found, of easy grades, with 
a plentifal supply of wood and water. From fort Benton to the upper 
Mississippi, and the western end of lake Superior, a natural road exists, 
requiring simply a little work here and there to make it passable all the 
year. These roads completed, and the Indian relations placed on a stable 
basis, many emigrants will pass over the lakes to the western end of lake 
Superior, and reach our territory by this route. I trast no delay will oc- 
cur on your part in memorializing Congress to provide for the construction 
of these roads, which have received the sanction of one branch of Con- 
gress, and now only await the action of the other branch, 

The rising prosperity and rapid increase of our towns render it necessa- 
ry for the safety of individuals, and to avoid uncertainty, that the real es- 
tate in such places shouid be placed upon some firm basis. By an amend- 
ment to the act of Congress of September 27th, 1850, passed at the last 
session, it is provided, “That the donations hereafter to be surveyed shall, 
in no ease, include g town site, or lands settled upon for business or trade, 
and not for agriculture.” The construction of the department of the in- 
terior upon this important provision, is to the effect, that if a claim is ta- 
ken for the purposes of agriculture, and subsequently a town or trade 
springs up upon such claim, it is not affected by the statute, but that the 
claimant, by complying with the other provisions of the law, i is entitled to 
all the benefit arriving therefrom. 
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To avoid, however, future litigation, and to free such property from its 
present uncertainty, I would recommend that congress be memorialized to 
confirm to the claimants of the present town sites, and to the grantees un- 
der such claimants, the property so acqnired by them. 

In every political society, the mere fact of the existence of laws for the 
prevention of crimes and misdemeanors, presupposes their occasional viola- 
tion. It is a remark no less common than true, that nothing tends more 
to prevent the commission of crime, than the certainty of ppnishment— 
The records of our courts during the past year will show that this unwel- 
come visitor has made its appearance among us. From our new political 
existence, no provision has as yet been made for the punishment of those 
unfortunate individuals whom a jury of their countrymen shall have decla- 
red to have violated the laws necessary for the protection of society. I 
call your attention to this subject as one which vitally concerns the enforce- 
ment of law, and the preservation of order throughout the territory. 

I regret to inform you that the laws passed at the last session of the 
legislative assembly have not yet been prepared for distribution. It be- 
came necessary to send them to the states for publication, and the gentle- 

-man into whose charge they were placed, died before any arrangements 
had been made to affect this purpose. Much delay and inconvenience has 
thus been occasioned, and our existing system of laws perhaps are not so 
well known to you and to the people generally, as might be desired. Judg- 
ing, however, from information and experience, they have been admirably 
adapted to our wants, and have, so far, meted out general justice to all.— 
In this connection, and under these circumstances, I would respectfully cau- 
tion you against any hasty legislation, in the way of amendments, as sub- 
sequent laws are frequently passed inconsistent with existing statutory pro- 
visions, thus occasioning uncertainty and involving parties in litigation. 

In closing this communication, I will indulge the hope that the same 
spirit of concord and exalted patriotism which has thus far marked our po- 
litical existence, will continue unto the end. 

Particularly do I invoke the spirit in reference to our Indian relations. 
T believe the time has now come-for their final settlement. In view of the 
important duties which have been assigned to me, E throw myself uareserv- 
edly upon the people of the territory, not doubting that they will extend 
to me a hearty and generous support in my efforts to arrange, on a perma- 
nent basis, the fature of the Indians of this territory.

` GENTLEMEN or THE House or REPRESENTATIVES :— 


The hour has arrived which terminates this session of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly. But before performing the only duty now devolving upon 
me, in justice to myself, I cannot refrain from saying a word or two in an- 
swer to the resolution of thanks just placed upon the journal. Such a tes- 
timonial as that—the highest that can be accorded to a presiding officer, 
is always gratifying; but taking into consideration the attending circum- 
stances, I should be recreant to my own feelings, and subject myself to the 
serious charge of ingratitude, did I not acknowledge that I deemed it 
doubly valuable on this occasion. 

Indeed, I cannot deny that I approached this Chair with a distrust that 
I might well entertain, when I looked forward to the exciting debates that 
would arise. In all legislative assemblies, the location of the public build- 
ings of the Territory or State, has been a theme fruitful of bitter discus- 
sion; and it could scarce be expected, with the different local interests in- 
volved; that it would be avoided in this. 

I was well aware that this position would prove not to be an envious 
one; that, at all sessions a trying one, it would be peculiarly so at this — 
I therefore approached it, as I have before said, with distrust. I shall 
leave it without regret, with the honest consciousness that, to the best of 
my ability, I have carried out the determination with which I entered up- 
on its duties—to be strictly impartial, no matter what my own views might 
be with regard to the question under discussion—to lean neither to the one 
side nor the other, but fairly to apply and administer the rules this house 
had adopted for its government. 

I doubt not that on some occasions I have erred. I could not always 
expect.to be right, for I claim to be no more infallible than is allotted to 
poor human nature. It may be that more than once I have been indebt- 
ed to you for your generous forbearance, and for that, and your kind co- 
operation, I render you my most cordial thanks, And I would here say, 
that if there is any member of this House who deems that, in any of the 
decisions of the Chair, he has cause to complain of injustice, I offer him the 
only atonement that I have in my power to make, in this public avowal of 
my: sincere regret. 

I trust that, however earnestly members may have contended for what 
they regarded as the rights and interests of their respective constituents, ` 
that the debates of the present session will be remembered only as a part 
of the legislative history of the Territory. With the victors is the gratifi- 
cation of success; with those who have been defeated remains the equally 
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as high satisfaction, that they labored to the best of their ability for the 
interests of their constituents. 

By all means let us endeavor to prevent political predilections or section- 
al prejudices from encroaching on a sphere, which should be the last that 
should be permitted to enter our social relations. 

This is the second session of the legislative assembly, and I congratulate 
you upon the promise that awaits our Territory. Young as she is, we can 
look forward with bright anticipations. Though dating back only one 
yeer, yet that year has been of such progress, that, taking it as an index 
of what the future is to he, we can go forth boldly to meet it. The scagt 
spoce of a fey years only separates us from the dependency of a Territory 
to the sovereignty cf 2 State—a commonwealth in the glorious confeder- 
aey. 

Et is not imagination that pictures forth a prosperous state; it is rather 
the Ceria history of the development of the resources the territory pos- 

~The day (even now,) may not be far distant, when the waters of this 
Territory will be whitened with the sails of 9 busy commerce, and numer- 
ous steamers hurrying to and fro like vast shuttles, weaving together the 
old world and the uew—uniting the primitive regions of ie east, with the 
hat vivcine Wdernessos cf the west. 

I have said more then I intended. Ihad merely desired to thank you 
for the consideration I have received from your hands during the time I 
have occupied this Chair, but the subject of our future opens up £0 grand- 
ly, that I may be pardoned for having faltered 2 moment by the way-side. 

And nov, after tendering my warm wishes to each member for his 
health and prosperity, it only remains to me, as my last official act, to de- 
clare this House adjourned sine die.

Mikpersong allowed by law, may take to his boarding house or private 
room, any book belonging to the Library, other than those hereinafter par- 
ticularly specified, under the restrictions, penalties, and forfeitures follow- 
ing:— 

Ist. No book can be taken out until its delivery has been entered by 
the Librarian. l 


2d. Not more than two books can be taken out at a time. 


3d. No book can be detained more than two weeks; but the burrower 
may, after returning it, again take it out, unless some other person has, in 
the mean time, made application for it; in which case, such applicant shall 
have the preference in the use of said book; and when there are several 
applicants, the preference shall be according to the priority of their appli- 
cations. i > 


E 4th. A fine of twelve and one-half cents shall be imposed for every 
days’ detention beyond the two weeks above specified, and collected by the 
Librarian. 


5th. If a book is lost or destroyed, or so much injured that the whole 
of it cannot be read, the borrower shall be charged the full value ot the ~ 
volume, and one-half of such value in addition; and if it belongs to a set 
of volumes, he shall be charged the value of the whole set, and one-half 
such value in addition. 


6th. For any injury to a book subsequent to its being taken out, and 

previous to its return, a fine shall be imposed on the borrower equal to its 

injury, to be determined by the Librarian, with the addition of fifty per 
cent, ` 
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7th. Whenever a fine shall be imposed, or any charge made against 
the borrower of s book, he shall be immediately notified thereof by the 
Librarian. ” 

8th. No map, chart, print, engraving, or book of maps, charts, prints, 
or engravings, can be taken out of the library rooms, nor the following 
books:—lexicons, dictionaries, or cyclopedias, or any file of newspapers.
